There was nothing remote 
about the break declarer found in 
the club suit—indeed, mathemati- 
cally stated, there were 32 chances 
in 100 that 
the

end Then, why not concede it im- 
mediately? The result of such con- 
cession could not be accurately 
predicted, but it could do no harm 
and might be extremely valuable.

Test of Child's Health

Child expert-; can only offer general standaids for the growth and de- 


velopment of children. 
Rut children come singly, each different from 


the other. What agrees with one may not agree with another. One child 
may learn to talk before he is a year old and another not until he is 
three. The same with walking. The weight of children varies indivi- 
dually. One child may be under standard weight and another above it 
and both be healthy. If the child is happy he is very likely healthy and 
intelligent and doing quite well thank you. 


Of course happiness expresses itself individually. One child is noisy 


and active in his happiness while another may enjoy a still happiness 
that expresses itself only in the light of his eyes and the gentleness of his 
smile. The mother always knows when her child is happy and when he 
is not. She does not need any standard chart for that. 


If a child sleeps less than the standard for his age there is nothing to 


worry about unless he is fretful, hard to please, and losing weight. When 
he is like this, the physician should see him and decide what is going 
wrong. Maybe he needs more sleep than he is getting but then the ques- 
tion rises: Why doesn't he sleep? What prevents him? Maybe his diet is 
wrong, or his routine is not accord- i 
^—• 


ing to his needs. One never knows 
until the whole child is searched for 
the cause of a difficulty. 


That is why it is a mistake to 


try to apply to one child a com so 
that has succeeded v,e!l v.ith an- 
other until the whole child is con- 
sidered

COALITION. AND TWO POLITICAL 


PARTIES 


In the political arena it has never been 


the American idea to crack down too hard 
with arbitrary rules lest men be denied 
the opportunity to present themselves and 
their policies to the public. 


Certainly in a land where prohibition- 


ists, socialists, social laborists, commu- 
nists, populists, unionists and others have 
been accorded full privileges on national 
tickets although in fifty years of effort 
no one of them ever made a show of suc- 
cess besides capturing the fancy of dif- 
ferent species of disgruntled people for 
a short time, it will never be said we have 
been too strict. 


But it may be asserted, with a com- 


mendable degree of safety nonetheless that 
if our laws limited us to two political 
parties no one would ever have lost a ma- 
terial right and the nation would have 
advanced at least as far upon the high- 
way called democracy as it finds itself 
today. Perhaps much further. 


Governor LaFollette's idea in establish- 


ing a third party is based upon the asser- 
tion that neither of the old parties pre- 
sents Simon-pure progressive ideas the 
way they should be presented. 
When 


the governor's hair is a little grayer he 
will discover that there are rights and lefts 
in every movement, even among the 
Reds, yes, even among the anarchists who 
want no government but don't know ex- 
actly how they want nothing. 


It would have been easier, simpler and 


more direct for the Progressives, those 
who want more elasticity in the rules that 
have guided us, the public, to have taken 
over one of the great parties, preferably 
the Democratic because so many men of 
similar thought are now occupying prom- 
inent places in that party. But of course 
there is the example of the Republican 
party that was given 
birth when the 


Whigs ceased to function vigorously and 
there is the record of that party, brilliant 
and constructive throughout the most try- 
ing generations in American history. 


It is but natural that reds and pinks 


and lavenders consider it possible to cre- 
ate political parties and eventually swing 
the nation, but the more we aim our po- 
litical activities at dividing majorities into 
uncertain slices the more we will certainly 
weaken democracy. And it is wise to re- 
member that democracy cannot function 
at all in any true sense of the word un- 
less it is robust and vigorous, hard-fisted 
and well-muscled. 


With the name of political parties the 


voter should pay as little attention as pos- 
sible. With the theories and the leader- 
ship he should expend his time and un- 
derstanding. 


Every honest effort, in this Mate or 


elsewhere, 
to maintain 
majority 
rule 


should be supported. The progressives in 
Wisconsin dropped adherence with the Re- 
publicans in order, they said, to create a 
party that would express the will of the 
people. 


The coalition ticket, headed by Mr. 


Henry, is the natural reaction to the La-

ATROPHY OF THE AMERICAN MEDI- 


CAL ASSOCIATION 


No one familiar with the history of the 


American Medical Association is going to 
deny the excellent service it has per- 
formed in raising professional standards, 
destroying the most vicious aspects of 
quackery, and stimulating constant en- 
deavor toward the solution of the ills that 
torture mankind. To tha lasting praise of 
thousands of its members must be added 
the constant willingness to help remedy 
those in distress who happen to be without 
funds. 


But other things can be brought to the 


fore upon which the Association's attitude 
has been indefensible. 


For instance, in many 
large cities 


where public spirited citizens of great 
wealth have advanced millions of dollars 
to establish public health bureaus ir. or- 
der to bring medical relief to the poor, 
the Association has acted in a narrow man- 
ner merely because these bureaus have 
found it necessary to advertise widely in 
order to acquaint the people with their 
advantages. These advertisements, some- 
times full page in order to attract atten- 
tion, have published a fee service that is 
merely nominal but helps these worthy 
pact to maintain their spirit with the 


though: that they are paying something 
toward their care. How else could the 
afflicted learn of the bureaus? 
No man 


is so poor but lie can buy a newspaper. 


But here the sacred cow of the Asso- 


, ciation was gored. It has issued the edict 
that there must be no advertising. Those 
who violate this rule are as lepers on the 
road to Jerusalem, unclean and forever 
damned. In instances the Association has 
gone so far as to prevent the doctors em- 
ployed by such bureaus from u^ing hos- 
pitals under the Association's wing or in- 
fluence. 
And it has otherwise followed 


and persecuted men who have been moti- 
vated by only the highest and best of hu- 
man purposes. This action was altogether 
unreasonable, stolid and unworthy. 


If the Association cannot draw a rule so 


as to permit the relief of poverty-stricken 
individuals at the hands of doctors and 
philanthropists who would save them then 
its cerebrum is not functioning with de- 
sirable activity. 


SENATOR CLARK OF MISSOURI 
Senator Clark's rcnomination was not 


unexpected but the size of his vote was. 
He smashed opposition into smithereens.

abandoned its newspaper at Toledo and 
closed shop. This is unusual when it is 
considered that Toledo with a population 
of about 291,000 had only one other eve- 
ning newspaper. 


But newspapers, like everything else, 


have been falling by the wayside and 
thousands of skilled and competent men 
have found themselves jobless simply be- 
cause New Deal burdens have forced own- 
ers to abandon hope which was about the 
only thing that kept some of them going. 


The fact that Hearst closed up news- 


papers in a variety of cities including such 
populous and prosperous places as New 
York, Omaha and Rochester was but a 
sign of the times. Scores of others have 
more quietly surrendered the ghost and 
gone to their graves. 


There is no doubt that thc many news- 


papers that have quit publication in the 
last few years were never big money 
makers, and some of 
them, perhaps, 


rather consistent losers. 
But men who 


operate industry do not lightly run up the 
white flag. 
They will take losses some- 


times for a string of years hoping for the 
best and fired, too, by determination and 
the camaraderie that should grow spon- 
taneously in every plant. 


But when everything they use shoots 


up in value, and the government adds 
one burden after another, and down the 
long road of thc future they see more 
evidence of still further burdens, then 
hope is likely to die.

"A rnansion built in the woods" is 


what the historic Grignon home at 
Kaukauna has been called. 
The 


name is most fitting, for such is the 
impression one has upon seeing it 
for the first time. Set far back from 
the rough road—one of the earliest 
in the state and one traveled by 
Father Marquettc—it is 
imposing 


with the grandeur of its age and 
tradition. Built nearly 100 years ago 
by Charles A. Grignon, son of the 
Augustin Grignon. who. coming to 
Wisconsin in 1804, purchased the 
original Ducharme 
cabin, it 
has 


been the home of members of the 
Grignon family up to the present 
time. 


The home was the scene of count- 


less parties for the six daughters 
and three sons of Charles Grignon 
during the last century. Residents 
of Appleton. Kaukauna and \Green 
Bay recall weekends spent there; it 
is often said that it was the very 
center of the Fox valley's social life. 
Guests frequently arrived to spend 
a weekend and remained all sum- 
mer; a group of 23 people "drop- 
ping in" for dinner was not uncom- 
mon.
